nly  days  before  the  consignment  deadline.  Heritage  was 
honored  to  receive  the  Anita  Maxwell  Trust  Collection  of 
Silver  Dollars.  The  collection  contains  a  virtually  complete  set 
of  Morgan  Dollars,  as  well  as  numerous  Seated  Dollars  in  both 
Mint  State  and  Proof  condition.  Perhaps  the  outstanding  fea¬ 
ture  of  the  collection  however,  is  the  presence  of  no  fewer  than 
eight  branch-mint  proof  Morgan  dollars,  six  of  which  are  certi¬ 
fied  and  two  which  are  accompanied  by  pedigrees,  and  letters 
of  authentication  by  Walter  Breen  and  Wayne  Miller. 

Among  the  certified  proofs  are  an  1 879-0,  an  1 882-CC,  an 
1883-CC,  an  1883-0,  an  1884-0,  and  an  1893-CC.  The  two 
un-certified  pieces  are  an  1887-0  and  a  1921  -S.  Other  scarce 
Morgan  proofs  include  an  1878  7TF  Rev. "79,  1895,  and  a  1921 
Zerbe.  Numerous  high  grades  are  represented  as  well,  includ¬ 
ing  an  1890  and  a  1900,  both  certified  as  PR-66.  It’s  unusual  to 
find  branch  mint  proof  dollars  in  a  major  sale.  But  with  eight 
pieces  featured,  the  1995  ANA  Sale  will  be  an  opportunity  of 
the  highest  caliber  for  the  dollar  specialist. 

Numerous  early  proof  Seated  dollars  are  another  highlight 
of  the  collection.  The  rarity  of  pre-1858  proof  coinage  is  well 
known.  So  the  appearance  of  seven  proofs  between  1 842  and 
1856  forms  an  offering  whose  importance  cannot  be  overstated. 
Included  will  be  an  1842,  1845,  1847,  1850,  1854,  1855  and 
1856,  as  well  as  numerous  later  proofs. 

The  mint  state  Morgans  are  characterized  by  their  uniformly 
high  quality;  nearly  all  dates  are  represented  by  certified  MS  64 


and  better  examples.  Some  of  the  more  outstanding  pieces 
include  an  1879-CC  MS  65;  1880-0  MS  65;  1889-CC  MS  63 
DMPL;  1892-S  MS  64;  1893-S  MS  63;  1893-CC  MS  65; 
1894-0  MS  65;  1894-S  MS  65;  1895-S  MS  65;  1896-S  MS 
65  and  a  1903-S  MS  65. 

While  the  Anita  Maxwell  Trust  Collection  will  certainly 
form  the  nucleus  of  the  silver  dollar  offering  in  the  1995 
ANA  Auction,  it  is  by  no  means  the  only  important  dollar 
consignment.

AUCTION  INSIGHTS 

by  Bob  Merrill 


You  Can  Become  a  Better  Bidder 

Sometimes  —  actually  a  little  too  often  —  I  just  assume 
everyone  who  attends  an  auction  is  familiar  with  what  is 
going  on.  That  isn’t  always  the  case  though,  as  I  am  re¬ 
peatedly  asked  about  certain  procedures.  If  you  are  a  lay¬ 
man  when  it  comes  to  numismatic  auctions,  perhaps 
you'll  find  this  month’s  column  beneficial. 

As  we  call  our  sales,  Mike  Sherman,  Leo  Frese,  Sam 
Foose  and  I  attempt  to  memorize  the  successful  bidder 
numbers,  making  the  whole  procedure  quicker  and 
smoother.  Some  bidders,  like  Jack  Lee,  display  their  bid¬ 
der  cards  in  their  shirt  pickets,  virtually  eliminating  the 
possibility  of  error.  Of  course,  a  few  bidders  can  never 
remember  their  numbers.  We  have  one  customer  who 
takes  a  new  number  at  each  auction  session  because  he 
can’t  recall  his  previous  one.  (That’s  the  problem  with 
those  two  and  three-digit  numbers.) 

Of  course,  some  people  have  more  than  one  number. 
For  instance,  Billy  Conroy,  who  never  intermixes  fad  and 
fashion,  bids  on  behalf  of  others  not  in  attendance. 
That's  why,  when  he  wins  a  lot,  we  always  ask  him  the 
winning  number.  Sometimes,  a  lot  will  be  knocked 
down  to  Billy  at  $1,700,  and  he  will  respond  by  request¬ 
ing  the  price  realized  be  raised  to  $2,000.  Many  people 
at  the  sale  do  not  understand  why  this  happens. 

The  answer  is  that  Billy  has  two  bids  on  that  lot  from 
two  different  bidders.  Assume  Bidder  A  is  in  at  $1,950 
and  Bidder  B  is  in  at  $2,200.  If  Billy  buys  the  lot  at 
$1,700,  who  is  the  winner?  Both  bidders  would  think 
they  bought  the  lot,  but  when  Billy  says  “make  that 
$2,000,”  he  clears  Bidder  A's  bid  of  $1,950  and  is  able  to 
acquire  the  lot  for  Bidder  B.  You'll  see  this  scenario 
played  out  two  or  three  times  during  every  sale. 

The  same  applies  to  “podium  bids”  -  those  given  to 
us  by  bidders  who  cannot  attend  the  session.  We  execute 
the  bids  on  their  behalf.  Typically,  we  have  anywhere 
from  20  to  40  bidders  (more  at  a  major  Signature  or 
ANA  sale)  in  our  podium  book,  hence  it  is  not  unusual 
for  us  to  have  a  number  of  lots  with  more  than  one  podi¬ 
um  bid. 

That  is  why  a  lot  is  sometimes  opened  by  the  podium 
person  rather  than  the  person  operating  the  computer 
(which  contains  the  mail  bids).  For  example,  if  the  top 
mail  bid  is  $  1 ,000  and  the  podium  book  has  $1,400.  the 
podium  opens  the  lot  at  $1,050.  This  saves  time  because 
in  this  case,  the  lot  has  to  sell  for  more  than  the  top  mail 
bid.  The  podium  person  can  then  bid  against  the  floor. 
If  the  floor  drops  out  before  $1,400,  the  podium  person 
will  win  the  lot  at  the  amount  of  their  last  bid.  If  the 
floor  passes  $1,400,  the  podium  is  out. 

Because  the  podium  (and  mail  bids)  are  regarded  as  a 
contract  for  us  to  execute  bids  on  another's  behalf,  they 
are  given  precedence  over  an  equivalent  floor  bid.  To 
continue  with  our  previous  example,  if  in  the  normal 
course  of  bidding,  the  bid  of  $1 ,400  fell  to  a  floor  bidder, 
the  podium  (or  mail)  person  will  call  a  “prior.”  This 
means  that  the  floor  bidder  must  beat  the  podium  or  book 
bid  in  order  to  win  the  lot.  Our  firm  will  typically  offer 


the  lot  to  the  floor  bidder  at  an  increase  of  half  the  nor¬ 
mal  increment,  in  this  case,  $1,425. 

The  podium  is  an  integral  part  of  our  auction  process, 
and  frequently  buys  a  significant  portion  of  the  sale.  It  is 
not  unusual  for  some  podium  bidders  to  spend  upwards 
of  $50,000  at  a  given  auction.  Now,  if  we  could  only  get 
them  to  give  us  their  bids  more  than  3  minutes  prior  to 
the  start  of  the  session! 

The  bid  book  (executed  at  the  sale  from  the  computer 
tenninal)  consists  of  all  the  bids  received  from  our  mail 
bidders.  We  normally  have  between  700  and  1,000  mail 
bidders  in  every  Signature  auction,  and  typically  the  mail 
buys  30%  of  the  sale.  The  question  I  am  asked  most  of¬ 
ten  is,  “Do  you  open  mail  bidders  at  their  maximum 
bid?”  No,  we  open  the  lots  a  5  to  10  percent  above  the 
second  highest  bid.  If  there  is  only  one  bid  on  the  lot,  we 
open  it  a  50%  of  that  bid. 

So  when  our  book  person  opens  a  lot  at  $500,  they 
may  actually  be  able  to  go  as  high  as  $1,000.  Do  we  tell 
floor  bidders  what  the  top  book  bid  is?  No,  that  would 
not  be  fair.  If  we  did  that,  we  would  be  selling  out  the 
book  bidder  for  the  next  increment.  (Would  you  want  us 
to  do  that  to  you?) 

We’ve  recently  instituted  some  new  policies  concern¬ 
ing  consignors  who  wish  to  place  bids  on  their  own  lots. 
In  fairness  to  our  bidders,  we  will  no  longer  permit  a 
consignor  to  execute  bids  on  their  own  material  from  the 
floor.  They  may  still  place  “protective  bids,”  but  must 
do  so  prior  to  the  start  of  the  session  and  those  bids  must 
be  executed  from  the  book.  This  prevents  a  consignor 
from  “running-up”  a  potential  buyer  at  the  auction  itself. 

We  are  also  announcing  if  a  lot  was  repurchased  by 
the  consignor  (with  a  short  bell  at  the  end  of  the  bid¬ 
ding).  Finally,  we  no  longer  publish  prices  realized  for 
consignor  buy-backs.  This  prevents  a  consignor  from  ar¬ 
tificially  establishing  high  “prices  realized"  records  for 
their  material.  All  these  measures  are  in  the  interest  of 
the  bidder,  to  insure  a  level  playing  field. 

Auctions  are  fun.  Generally,  the  people  who  partici¬ 
pate  are  learned  numismatists  who  have  spent  many 
hours  studying  their  specialty  but  even  they  had  to  attend 
several  sales  before  they  got  the  hang  of  it. 

Why  not  plan  to  attend  one  of  these  sales?  Even  if 
you  don't  purchase  anything,  you'll  definitely  become 
more  knowledgeable.

The  highlight  of  the  currency  offering  for  the  1995  ANA 
Auction  is  the  outstanding  collection  of  Nevada  National 
Banknotes  consigned  by  Harvey's  Resort  Hotel.  The  collec¬ 
tion  was  begun  by  Frank  Rosa,  Jr.,  and  was  expanded  by  Har¬ 
vey’s  after  they  acquired  it  about  ten  years  ago. 

It  is  easily  the  most  complete  collection  of  Nevada  Ban¬ 
knotes  ever  to  be  offered.  The  collection  consists  of  113 
.notes  (86  different)  and  is  almost  evenly  divided  between 
large  size  (58  notes)  and  small  size  (55  notes).  Included  is  the 
only  known  Brown  Back  Note  from  the  state  of  Nevada;  a 
•  2nd  Charter  $10  note  from  the  First  N.B.  of  Winnemucca  (see 
photo  at  right).
